An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposed to amend claim 1 .after the word "environment", 
to include the limitations of "when the lining is attached to the surface, the first covering layer comprising at least one of 
a polyester web. a glass fiber web, a carbon fiber web, a ceramic fiber web and a mineral web and having a weight per 
unit area in a range from 30 grams per square meter to about 200 grams per square meter. Applicant replaced the 
"adapted to" limitations with the word "position. The duroplastic foam layer was amended to recite "flexible, open cell 
foam of melamine resin". The soundproofing layer was amended to recite a volumetric weight range and the covering 
layer was amended to recite a weight per unit area range. Despite these advances, Applicant's amendments are not 
found sufficient to overcome the art of record since all of the limitations set forth in claim 1 are not adequately 
supported in the specification. Additionally, It is the position of the Examiner that Applicant's amendment would 
necessitate an updated search. Thus, since Applicant's proposed amendments fail to place the application in condition 
for allowance, Applicant's amendment will not be entered after final. 
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
